LONDON, May 7, 3 a. m.—Port Arthur, 
Russia’s Gibraltar of the far east, be- 
leaguered by sea and besieged by land, is at 
the mercy of the mikado’s army and fleet. 
As a potent factor in war it has, for the 
time being; been eliminated: 

Two Japanese armies have landed on the 
Liaotung peninsula—one at Pitsewo on the 
east coast, the other on the west coast, 
elther at Port Adams or Kinchou, forty or 
fifty miles north of Port Arthur. 


Railroad and Telegraph Cut. 
These armies have seized the railroad and 
‘cut the telegraph. At 5:10 o’clock p. m. yes- 
terday (May 6) the telegraph from Port 
Arthur to St. Petersburg was working as 
usual. At 10:05 p. m. St. Petersburg an- 
nounced that the wires had been cut. 

The last train out of Port Arthur narrowly 
escaped capture. It carried a large number 
of fugitive officers and noncombatants, eager 
to escape the inevitable siege. On board 
were 200 sick. Just before reaching the town 
of Polandien, forty miles north of Port 
Arthur, the train was fired upon by 100 Jap- 
anese soldiers, who held a position on the 
heights east of the railroad. It was the last 
train out of Port Arthur. 


Two Armies Are Landed. 

The war office at Tokio gives out official 
reports of the landings of two armies, put 
with usual caution conceals the points of 
disembarkation. Admiral Hosoya, with three 
gunboats and a few torpedo boats, pro- 
tected one landing. Admiral Katoka, with 
a protected cruiser, guarded the other. 

It is known from St. Petersburg that one 
of these armies landed at Pitsewo, on the 
east coast of the Liaotung peninsula, and 
that the other disembarked either at Port 
Adams or Kinchau, on the west coast. 

Port Adams Is situated about fifty miles 
from Port Arthur, at the head of Society bay, 
and on the railroad connecting Port Arthur 
with Mukden and Harbin. 

Kinchau is at the extreme eastern shore 
of the bay of the same name, on the west 
coast, and is drectly across the peninsula 
from the Russian port of Dalny. Itis about 
forty miles north of Port Arthur. The strip 
of land between Dalny and Kinchau is the 
narrowest poifit of the peninsula. Kinchau 
is about half way between Port Arthar and 
Port Adams, and is also on the railroad. 


Where Is Third Army? 

The landing of these troops discloses only a 
part of Japan's plan of campaign. The first 
army corps, under Gen. Kuroki, is between 
the Yalu river and Fenghuancheng, after 
winning a decisive battle last Sunday. The 
reports of the Japanese admirals refer to 
the landing of the second army corps in two 
parts on the Liaotung peninsula. 

Where is the thirdarmy corps? This corps 
sailed from Japanese shores some time ago. 
Its present whereabouts is a mystery. Mili- 
tary writers in London believe that it will 
land somewhere close to Newchwang within 
a few days. 

Can Port Arthur Hold Out? 

The Russians assert, with confidence that 
Port Arthur is provisioned for a year’s siege 
and that within that time many things may 
happefi. Military men here doubt the Rus- 
sians’ ability to hold out. They foresee the 
final catastrophe, when Port Arthur must be 
surrendered. When that hour comes the 
Russians, it is felt certain, will blow up the 
seven magnificent battleships now bottled 
up in the harbor.

‘We agreed on this,” said Mr. Deneen at 
4:40 o'clock this morning, “ in order to make 
it plain that we had no intention of making 
up a slate of our own and forcing it through 
the convention. The other side would have 
been welcome to our gathering had ft cared 
to come, and we would have been glad'to have 
had it take part in our conference.” 


Lowden Conference Breaks Up. 

At 4:20 a.m. the conference in Col. Lowden’s 
room at the Stratford broke up, John M.* 
Smith leaving for his residence and Mr. 
Lorimer, Martin B. Madden, and Dr. Jamie- 
son taking rooms inthe hotel. Judge Hanecy 
also left for home.

On facilities for commercial enter- 
prise at Dalny the Russians have expended 
vast sums of money, and unless these are at 
once destroyed they will all be at the service 
of the Japanese. 

‘Far more important is the fact that the 
railway from Port Arthur to Mukden is at 
Japan’s disposal.

JAP STORY OF TWO LANDINGS. 


Troops Wade Ashore in Water Breast 
Deep Under Protection of the 
Guns of the Fleet. 


TOKIO, May 6, noon.—The report of Ad- 
miral Hosoya, received today, gives details 
of the landing of Japanese troops on the 
Liaotung peninsula, suppressing the location 
of the landing place. The admiral says: 

“Our Seventh division, with torpedo boats 
and the Hongkong Maru and the Nippon 
Maru, arrived from the advance base off 
the Liaotung peninsula at 5:30, May 5. Dis- 
covering a number of the enemy’s patrols, 
we bombarded them for a short time, and 
then a landing party of sailors, Capt. No- 
moto leading, was ordered ashore. 


Soldiers Wade Ashore. 

“It being low tide it was impossible to 
use the boats and the sailors plunged into 
the water, waded breast deep for about a 
thousand yards, and reached the beach at 
7:20 p. m., Immediately advancing, they took 
possession of a range of hills without firing 
a shot and planted our flag on the hills. 

“The gunboats Amagi, Oshima, and Cho- 
kal were employed to distract the enemy’s 
attention. They discovered a hundredof the 
enemy and shelled them, killing several. 

“ The first fleet of transports, on seeing our 
flag displayed on an eminence, began landing 
troops at 8 p.m. The troops who were forced 
to wade ashore were in high spirits. 

“,in order to facilitate the further landing 
of troops piers_are being erected. Our dl- 
vision is assisting in the work. 


Story of Another Landing. 

The report of Admiral] Kataoka, comman- 
der of the third squadron, gives additional 
details of the landing. The admiral reports 
that his squadron convoyed the first batch 
of the eecond army to the Liaotung base, 
and adds that the Kara Maru grounded 
near the bage at 8 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, It was assisted by the protected cruiser 
Akitsushima, which succeeded in floating ths 

which reached its destination safe- 
ly at 5 o’clock the same evening. 
Landing Places Kept Secret. 

Beyond the announcement that a Japanese 
force had effected a landing at an unnamed 
place on the Liaotung peninsula and the giv- 
ing out of Admiral Hosoya’s report the gov- 
ernment absolutely refuses to disclose the 
nature of the plan of operations.

ST. PETERSBURG, May 6.—Gen. Kouro- 
patkin. has arrived at Fengwangcheng with 
heavy reinforcements and a Japanese attack 
is hourly expected, but whence the attack 
will come the general staff cannot hazard 
even a guess. 

Gen. Kuroki’s army seems to have dis- 
appeared. It is not known whether the army 
which defeated the Russians last Sunday is 
advancing on. Fengwancheng by the direct 
road from the Yalu, or whether it will attack 
from the northeast, or from the south. 

Military critics here are disposed to cen- 
sure Kouropatkin for not keeping in touch 
with the enemy by constant outpost skir- 
mishing. This was part of his plans. 

The Russian retreat from the Yalu seems 
to have been too precipitate and there is a 
grave suspicion that it reached the propor~ 
tions of a panic. 


Russian Retreat a Panic.

Gen. Kuroki, in an official report, says 
that a Japanese patrol, consisting of four- 
teen men, reached Fengshanghong on the 24 
inst.. when & Russian patrol, posted on a 
hill south of the village, attacked them. 
The Japanese patrol thereupon turned and 
charged them, and after a hand to hand 
affray the Russians were driven in the dtrec- 
tion of Fengwancheng. The Japanese patrol 
pursued them for three miles. 


Russians Kill Each Other. 

According to information furnished by a 
native, a body of Russian infantry 200 strong, 
occupying a hilf near Fengshanghong on 
Sunday, mistook'a detachment of their own 
infantry about 200 strong, retiring before 
the Japanese troops and fought among 
themselves. In the scuffie 110 were killed 
and seventy wounded and the Russian carts 
were stampeded, leaving their loads of stores 
behind. 


RUSSIA’S RIGHT FLANK IN PERIL. 


Japanese Army Landed at Pitsewo a 
Serious Menace to Gen. Kouro- 
patkin’s Position. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.) 

ST. PETERSBURG, May 7, 2 a. m.—It is 
recognized that the newly landed Japanese 
army at Pitsewo is a serious menace to Gen. 
Kouropatkin’s right flank and makes it dif- 
ficult for him to operate against Gen. 
Kuroki’s advances on Fengwangcheng. 

Urgent orders have been sent for a con- 
centration of Russian forces at Fengwang- 
oheng to retard the Japanese advance. 

Gen. Kuroki’s army is reported to be with- 
in ten miles of Fengwangcheng, advancing 
in three columns, the third following the 
coast to codperate with the army landed at 
Pitsewo. 

The Japanese, it is expected, will make 
desperate efforts to overwhelm Gen. Kouro- 
patkin with numbers before reinforcements 


for him can arrive over the Siberian railway.

Then the 
country of the Magyars, a Mongolian coun- 
try, whose triumphs in science and in mate- 
rial development are already well known, 
will ‘win recognition as a home of letters 
and the Yellow Peril, seen at close range, 
may lose some of its angriest coloring.

LAWLESSNESS A BOOMERANG. 

While the country will await the decision 
of + Supreme court of Colorado as to the 
right of the governor of a state to deny the 
‘privilege of habeas corpus to private citi- 
zens arrested under martial law the real 
questions involved im the Colorado labor 
‘trouble will not be settled by that decision. 
The same causes working under similar con- 
ditions will bring anarchy in any state in 
the union. 

The question of whether Gov. Peabody 
was or was not justified in calling out the 
militia does not appear of primal impor- 
tance. It is claimed by the miners that 
‘there was practically no violence on their 


_ part immediately before the declaration of 


martial law. That may or may not be true, 
but all the facts show that for some years 
prior to the governor’s drastic action the 
union miners had committed the most shame- 
less acts of violence. This disregard of law 
had doubtless prejudiced the governor 
against the unions, and, as men carry their 
prejudices into office and into their official 
actions, the former lawlessness of the min- 
ers came back upon them like a boomerang. 
Judging from the violence of other days for 
which the same strikers were responsible, 
the governor might well conclude that there 
was reasonable cause to fear it in the present 
trouble. The lesson which it should teach 
is that violence on the part of organized 
labor inevitably reacts upon the authors. 

The failure of the legislature to pass the 
eight hour laws for which the people had 
given a large majority in 1902 was the 
most potent of all the causes that brought 
about the present conditions. The strike 
was for an eight hour day. Without doubt 
the wealthy mineowners corrupted the gen- 
eral assembly of Colorado to defeat the will 
of the people. Nothing the miners ever did 
was more subversive of law and order. 

If capital and labor will study the history 
of the Colorado trouble they will learn that 
no permanent triumph can be gained by an 
appeal either to bribery or violence. The 
growing disposition in other localities, 
among which is Chicago, to submit disputes 
to arbitration is the only consolation to 
which the friends of good government can 
turn after witnessing the dismal effects of 
lawlessness in Colorado. ; 


NO NEW TUNNELS NOW. 

At most the city can issue only $10,- 
000,000 ofdonds. Yet it is proposed to spend 
about $3,000,000 in lowering the tunnels— 
that is, in constructing new tunnels at a 
lower level. 

What is left of the $10,000,000 will have 
to be spent mainly in paying off the people 
who have been injured on the city’s rotten 
plank sidewalks. Then Chicago will be just 
where it is now. It will have no money for 
permanent improvements. It will be able 
to issue no more bonds. Its constitutional 
indebtedness limit will again have been 
reached. 5° 

The new charter, it is true, wilPincrease 
Chicago’s borrowing capacity. But how 
can anybody tell whether or not the new 
charter ‘will be passed when it is sub- 
mitted to the.people of all Illinois next 
November? And even-if the new charter 
should be passed, why spend the city’s 
money unnecessarily now? 

Think of the hundreds of things which the 
city ought to do and which it has always 
excused itself from doing on the ground 
that it was poor. Fdr just one example, 
take the downtown paving. The property 
owners refuse to take-on their shoulders the 
whole cost of improvement. The law pro- 
vides that a certain percentage, varying ac- 
cording to conditions, shall be assumed by 
the city under the head of “‘ public benefits.” 
The city is at the present time unable to pay 
“ public benefits.”” Therefore, the downtown 
paving remains what it is 

Shall such a city throw money into the 
river? The tunnels are not necessaries of 
life. They can be completely demolished 
and kept demolished for several years with- 
out hurting the public. The cars can use 
the bridges. Then when the traction ordi- 
nance is passed new tunnels can be built in 
conjunction with the whole new transporta- 
tion system, and the cost of construction can 
be made a part ofa genera! financial scheme. 
In this way the city will not spend money un- 
less it acquires the whole system, and if it 
acquires the whole system tlie tunnels, like 
the subways, the tracks, and the rolling 
stock, will be built under a mortgage cer- 
tificate pldn and will not consume money 
which can be used in other directions.

THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE says that Mr. Bryan 
objects to the democratic party obtaining 
recruits and that “if the democratic party 
does not get recruits, it will be beaten again.’’ 
THE TRIBUNE adds: ‘‘If the democratic 
party reénunciates the same principles and 
makes a fight on the same issues again, only 
a minority of the American voters will en- 
roll themselves in its ranks.”’ 

Instead of objecting to the democratic 
party obtaining recruits, Mr. Bryan wants 
the party to grow larger and larger. He 
does not believe that this can be accom- 
plished by delivering the party into the mer- 
ciless keeping of the Wall street financiers 
and the trust magnates. He believes that 
the party can win the only success worth 
having by deserving it. In his opinion, 
whenever the party turns its back upon 
the people, repudiates democratic princ!- 
ples, and surrenders to Wall street, it will 
not only go down to ignominious defeat at 
the polls but will forfeit the confidence and 
respect of intelligent men. 

If there is any force in the statement that 
the party must not reénunciate the principles 
upon which it made the fight in 1896 and wn 
1900, the argument must be applied to every 
one:-of the important issu presented in 
those campaigns. If this argument ts sound 
as to the party’s position on the money ques- 
tion, then it is sound as to the party’s post- 
tion on the tariff question, the trust ques- 
tion, and the question of imperialism. 

The democratic party has repeatedly met 
defeat on the tariff question; and yet demo- 
cratic leaders did not think it advisable to 
abandon the position on that question even 
in the campaigns when for an orator to an-" 
nounce that he would discuss the tariff ques- 
tion meant.the departure of his audience. 
The party has met defeat on the trust ques- 
tion and on the question of imperialism, and 
yet does that fact suggest to intelligent dem- 
ocrats that they should abandon their posi- 
tion on those great issues? 

If the reorganizers are fighting for re- 
crults, they hope to obtain them from the 
ranks of the financiers and the trust mag- 
nates. Those who insist that the democratic 
party shall not be républicanized hope to ob- 
tain recruits from among the people who 
ask no favors at the hands of government, 
but will be content with simple justice.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY 


Copyright; 1904: By the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


MPEROR WILLIAM is to have no 
nuncio accredited to his court at Ber- 
lin. He has come to that conclusion 
after a careful examination of the 
matter in all its bearings, and finds 
that the presence of a resident papal pleni- 
potentiary in his capital would not only ex- 
cite an immense amount of criticism on the 
part of his Protestant subjects, but would 
likewise viewed with extreme disfavor by 
the highér ranks of the Roman Catholic 
clergy in Germany and by the center or 
Roman Catholic party in the reichstag, a 
party which by reason of its numbers and 
its cohesion virtually holds*the balance of 
power in the federal parliament. Moreover 
it would be resented in Bavaria as calculated 
‘to diminish the latter’s prestige in connec- 
tion withthechurch. For at pregent the only 
papal representative in Germany is the 
nuncio of the. second class, who, with the 
rank equivalent. to that of minister plenipo- 
tentiary, is accredited to the court of Munich. 
Of course if there were a nuncio of the first 
class with the rank of ambassador at Berlin, 
the pontifical missio9n at Munich would be- 
come superfluous and dwindle into insignifi- 
cance or be abolished altogether. 
In this way Emperor William will be spared 
a@ great deal of annoyance, for there is no 
doubt that nuncios are a source of political 
trouble. They have nothing in common with 
papal delegates, such as Archbishop Fal- 


conio at Washington, who dévotes himself 


exclusively to problems in connection with 
the internal administration of the church in 
this country, but are more concerned with 
politics, and inasmuch as the Roman Cath-. 
olic clergy of the country in which they are 
stationed look to them for guidance in mat- 
ters mundane as well as spiritual, it natur- 
ally follows that they are bound to exercise 
through the hievarchy ‘and priesthood an im- 
portant influence upon the people, an influ- 
ence which is! often directed against the 
government to which they are accredited. 

If an ordinary ambassador were to make 
use of all those of his countrymen, natural- 
ized and unnaturalized, resident in the coun- 
try in which he is stationed to oppose and 
embarrass its administration and the exe- 
cution of ‘its laws by direct or indirect ac- 
tion, he would be quickly@given his passports. 
Such a thing would not be tolerated for one 
moment. Yet that is precisely what a nuncio 
is called upon to do, since he is expected 
to employ all the means at his command, 
that is to say, the native bishops and clergy, 
to. fight against the enactment of laws af- 
fecting the interests of the national church. 

In Vienna the activity of the various 
nuncios in this respect has been made the 
subject of frequent angry complaints, not 
Alone by the Austrian and Hungarian gov- 
ernment but even by the emperor himself, 
and if in Spain there has been no protest 
on the part of the crown, it fs because the 
nuncio has devoted all his energies among 
the Spanish hierarchy and clergy to win 
them over from the cause of Don Carlos to 
that of young King Alfonso. 


Don Prospero Colonna, whose name has 
been put forward as destined to succeed 
Count Tornielli as Italian ambassador in 
Paris, is at the present moment mayor of 
Rome, and has as such been playing an 
active role in the reception accorded by the 
Eternal city.to President Loubet. On offi- 
cial occasions the prince is as mayor in- 
variably escorted by the celebrated Fideli, 
arrayed In the picturesque costume of the 
reign of Henry II. of France, and who con- 
stitute his guard of honor. They are re- 
eruited exclusively from the little town of 
Vitorchiano, which has enjowed for centuries 
the privilege of furnishing the escort of the 
“senator of Rome” (the title formerly 
borne by the chief magistrate of the Eternal 
city) as a reward for their untnterrupted 
loyalty to Rome and for having remained 
true to her cause at a moment when all the 
other towns and villages in the vicinity h 
rebelled against her. 

Don Prospero, who tin addition to being 
mayor of Rome is likewise a senator of the 
kingdom and whose wife is a lady in waiting 
to Queen Helena, Is the voungest brother 
of Prince Mark Antony Colonna, head of 
that historic house, and as prince assistant 
to the pontifical throne the chief lay digni- 
tary at the vatican. Prince Mark Antony 
was chief chamberlain and grand master cf 
the househeld of Queen Margherita until his 
father’s death, when he was obliged to take 
up the historic office of prince assistant to 
the pontifical throne or allow the hereditary 
honor to lapse. : 

He obtained the king and queen's leave 
to resign his post at thetr court, took up 
his duties at the court of the vatican, and 
from that time to this day has never again 
crossed the threshold of the quirinal. Prince 
Ferdinando Colonna, the son-in-law of Mrs. 
John W. Mackay, Is a remote cousin of that 
part of the family to which the present 
mayor of Rome and the prince assistant of 
the pontifical throne belong. As every one 
is aware, he is separated from his wife, who 
resides most of the year with her mother. 


People do not always relish having their 
families and their homes portrayed in popu- 
lar novels, no matter how flattering the 
sketch may be, and both Sir Anthony and 
Lady Cope have been subjected to no end 
of annoyance through the _ identification 
of Brockhurst, of Lucas Malet’s novel 
“Sir Richard Calmady,”’ with Bramshill,” 
their fine old Jacobean country place in 
Berkshire. Bramshill is one of the most 
beautiful houses In England, and ‘“ Lucas 
Malet.’’ whose real name is Mrs. William 
Harrison, made the acquaintance of the 
mansion and of its then master, the late Sir 
Willlam Cope. when her father, the Iste 
Charles Kingsley. was the rector of Evers- 
ley. a parish of which Sir William was the 
squire. In fact. since the publication of 
“Sir Richard Calmady” and the recogni- 
tion of Brockhurst as Bramshill. Sir An- 
thony and Lady Cope have had their place 
overrun with strangers of one kind and an- 
other. 

Bramshill stands on the slope of an em- 
inence leading from Hartley Wintney to 
Strathfieldsaye, the latter being the country 
seat of the duke of Wellington. and was orig- 
inally built as a palace for Prince Henry, 
the eldest son of King James I. Bramshill. 
by the way, is the traditional scene of the 
mistletoe bough tragedy, and another of its 
stories is that when George Abbot, the arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, staid there in 1620 he 
shot at a buck, which he missed, killing tn- 
stead the head gamekeeper. It was visited 
by Queen Victoria with Prince Albert in 1848, 
and the present king was there in 1871. 


It is not true that the two eldest boys of 
the prince and princess of Wales are to be 
sent to school at Westgate-on-the-Sea. On 
the contrary ‘they are to b@ educated at 
home until they are old enough to go to the 
training school for the navy at Osborne, 
after which they will go to the Britannia 
Naval college at Devonport. 


Glucksburg castle, where the German em- 
press spent a fortnight with her brother-in- 
law and sister, Duke and Duchess Frederick 
Ferdinand of Schleswig-Holstein, Glucks- 
burg, before the return of the emperor from 
the Mediterranean, was built in 1582 on the 
site of a former monastery by Duke John 
the younger of Schleswig-Holstein, the 
founder of the present house of Schleswig- 
Holstein. King Christian of Denmark spent 
his youth there, and towards the middle of 
the last century it was a favorite abode of 
King Frederick VII. of Denmark, whose 
death there precipitated the war between 
Germany and Denmark of 1864. It passed 
along with the duchies of Schleswig-Holstein 
into the possession of the Prussian crown 
after the war, but in 1869 was presented by 
the late Emperor William to the present 
duke of Glucksburg’s father. The castle is 
exquisitely situated in the center of a lake 
surrounded on every side by forest covered 
hills, and is regarded by the present reign- 
ing house of Denmark, who form part of 
the Schleswig-Holstein-Glucksburg family, 
as the cradle of their race.

Oriental Splendor Is Shown in 
Chinese Dedication at World's Fair 


St. Louis, Mo., May 6—[Special.]—The 
world’s fair exercises were given an orient"! 
tinge today by the dedication and opening 
of the Chinese pavilion. Prominent Chinese 
and world’s fair officials exchanged greet- 
ings and expressed hopes of a closer alli- 
ance between the two nations. The toast 
of President Francis was responded to t-y 
Prince Pu: Lun, .imperial Chinese commis- 
sioner. The prince said he most deeply ap- 
preciated the sentiment, and asked that al! 
present drink to the health of the president 
of the United States. The toasts followed 
brief speeches by Prince Pu Lun and Sir 
Chentung Liang-Cheng, Chinese minister at 
Washington. 


Many Chinese dignitaries were present, 
but interest centered on Prince Pu Lun and 
Sir Chentung Liang-Cheng. Prince Pu Lun 
wore the first peacock feather ever worn 
by any Chinese visitor in St. Louis, or in 
the United States since the days of Li Hung 
Chang. The costumes worn by the different 
dignitaries were gorgeous, consisting of silks 
of the finest téxture and of many colors, 
with elaborate trimmings. Sir Chentung 
Liang-Cheng will return to Washington to- 
morrow. 

The great gongs imported from the royal 
palace in Pekin were rung for the first time 
at the opening of the ceremonies, and, as the 
invited guests assembled, quaint orienta] 
lights illuminated the interior, revealing the 
choicest treasures of carved and inlaid fur- 
niture, specimens of oriental pottery, and 
rare fabrics. Because of the costly treas- 
ures with which the pavilion is replete, visi- 
tors will be admitted in small parties, and 
each party will be shown through the differ- 
ent apartments by Chinese guides. | 

The main pavilion is a one story strecture 
and is patterned after one of Prince Pu Lun’s 
summer palaces. The gateway is an elahb- 
orately embellished arch, surmounted by 
grotesque Chinese figures. Just outside the 
entrance is a gold fish pond, a duplicate of the 
one at Prince Pu Lun’s summer home. 

Tonight Prince Pu Lun tendered a recep- 
tion at the Washington hotel, to which 
more than 1,400 guests were invited. 

Prince Pu Lun and his party will remain 
in St. Louis and visit the exposition untl 
May 14, when they will leave for Chicago 
and Indianapolis, after which the prince 
and Sir Chentung Liang-Cheng will make 
a tour of the country.

Blaze in Building Adjoining Proctor’s 
One Huandred and Twenty-fifth

New York, May 6. }—Without in- 


jury even to a child, without anything re- 


motely resembling a panic, a New York 
audience quietly filed out of Proctor’s One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street theater 
tonight while the roof’ of the building ad- 
joining the theater was a roaring furnace of 
flames. 

As the theater orchestra struck up “In 
the Good Old Summer Time’ many of the 
audience joined in singing the air. Scores of 

sons, so far from being panic stricken, 
MBbped at the main exit in the hope of ob- 
taining return checks.

Harry Brunell, manager of the theater, 
notified early of the fire, stepped to the stage 
box and notified the audience of.a fire next 
door, but that there was no. danger, and 
asked all to go out quietly and that all the 
exits were open. 

The asbestos curtain was eleaved and 
Paul McAllister, one of the actors, came 
before it and talked reassuringly to the audi- 
ence, which numbered 1,800.

DISINFECTANTS IN WATER USED 
FOR SPRINKLING STREETS. 
New York Investigation Leads to Belief 

That Consumption Is Spread by 
Dust as Result of Drying Saliva Ex- 
pectorated by Those Suffering from 
Disease—Test Made in Philadelphia 
Is Declared to Have Been Thorough- 

ly Satisfactory. 


New York, May 6.—[Special.]—Nothing has 
so deeply interested the department of health 
and the street cleaning department in a long 
time as the project under discussion to make 
use of disinfectants in water with which 
streets are sprinkled as a means of checking 
the spread of disease, especially the spread of 
tuberculosis. 

'In its results it is believed there will be 
equally great interest on the part of the 
public if, as expected, there is a marked 
decline in the number of tuberculosis cases. 
It is believed: tuberculosis is spread chiefly 
in dust of the streets as a result of drying 
saliva which has been expectorated by per- 
sons suffering from consumption. 


Tests Are Being Made. 

As yet the matter is in the experimental 
stage and it may be several weeks before any 
practical d@monstration is made. Tests are 
being conducted of various chlorides and 
other disinfectants with regard to their abil- 
ity to kill disease germs without themselves 
making offensive odors or otherwise se 
unpleasant or dangerous. 

In Philadelphia a test has been made which 
is said to be satisfactory. When it has 
been determined what is the most feasible 
wry to distribute disinfectant and other de- 
tails perfected, immediate steps will be taken 
to carry out the plan. 


Street Sweepers Victims. 

What brought the matter toa head is the 
discovery that so many of Maj. Woodbury's 
street sweeping brigade are suffering from 
tuberculosis, acquired, it is believed, from 
breathing so constantly the dust from the 
streets. Hundreds of them have been on 
the sick list lately. When they ask for leave 
of the ground of illness and are examined, 


it is found in a large number of cases they 
, have become tainted with consumption. 


To determine how far the infection has 
spread and in order that all possible means 
may be taken to check the disease, Maj. 
Woodbury has determined upon a general 
and thorough examination of 1,800 sweepers. 
Physicians will begin work in a few days 
and will carry it on according to the lines 
laid down by the regulations of the German 
army. This will be the first examination of 
the kind ever conducted in New York.

SULLY SAYS RAY 


Partner at Hearing on 
Firm’s Failure. 


Transactions Which Culminated 
in Collapse Given Further 
Publicity in Court. . 


New York, May 6.—[Special.]—Daniel J. 
Sully testified today that Edwin Hawley, by 
agreement, was a silent partner in the firm of 
D. J. Sully & Co. to the extent of a quarter 
interest. He recited the form of a letter 
which he said he had given Hawley, consti- 
tuting him such a partner from last August 
to next August. He said further that Haw- 
ley shared in the profits right along. 

Sully went over much of the familiar story 
today, but he put some important features in 
a different light than had been thrown upon 
them before. He startled his audience by 
saying, when he told how Ray left Hawley 
and himself at the Waldorf on the way 
downtown on the morning of the day Sully 
failed: 

“TI firmly believe he got out of the auto- 
mobile for the express purpose of selling me 
out.” 

. Suspicious as to Selling. 

Later on that morning Sully testified he 
saw heavy selling from quarters that must 
have known of the difficulty of his position. 


he asserted. He previously had told Hawley 
and Ray he was carrying 110,000 or 115,000 
bales of cotton on their “ joint account ”’ and 
some 200,000 bales for himself and others. A 
drop of % cent a pound in price would exhaust 
all his resources and he had asked Hawley 
and Ray to put up. Before that, he said, he 
had carried the accounts himself. Hawley, 
he said, apparently intended that day to help 
himxall he could, but no help came after all, 
Hawley saying he had been unable to locate 
Ray during the day. 

Witness was asked by Mr. Root to tell about 
the orders he received to make purchases 
and sales for the “ joint three account.” 

“It was a mutual arrangement betweeen 
Hawley, Ray, and myself to buy cotton,” 
said the witness. I think I had instructions 
verbally on every occasion. » The mutual 
agreement about the joint account was made 
while we three were riding in an automobile 
about March 1.” 


Explains Big Purchase. 

* Now, go0igg back of the arrangement in 
the automobile, what was said about the 
60,700 bale purchase?’’ 

“We had talked about it for several days, 
and decided on the occasion you mention to 
buy May and July cotton. Hawley thought 
it would be advisable to have John W. Gates 
in the pool. I thought the three of us were 
sufficient to carry it through. From 150,000 
to 180,000 bales were considered. 

Sully was asked as to the day when he 
asked Hawley and Ray for money. 

Q.—Were you at the end of your rescources? 

A.—No, sir. I had about $900,000 cash and 
securities for $400,000 due from customers. 

Q.—Did you anticipate you would need it? 

A.—No, sir. 

Q.—Why, then, did you call on them? 

A.—I thought it time Hawley and Ray shared 
with me the burden. 

Sully rehearsed the story of how Hawley, 
and Ray coolly suggested somebody would. 
have to be sacrificed and that Sully was the 
man who could stand it best. 

During the afternoon, Sully said, he re- 

eived a letter from Hawley, inclosing 

2,420, as the latter’s share of one-third of 
60,700 bales.

Speaker Is Met with Band and Dscort- 
ead by Committee Through Streets 
Gay with Color and Thronged with 
Cheering People—At Armory Meet- 
ing He Tells Crowd He Is Glad to Be 
Home—Makes No Reference to Pol- 


Danville, May }]+Speaker 
Cannon was accorded an enthustastic greet- 
ing upon his home coming this afternoon.

PERU THREATENED WITH WAR. 


Brazil Will Expel Peruvian Troops from 
- Disputed Territory of Acre by 
“Force if Necessary. 


Washington, D. C., May 6.—United States 
Minister D. E. Thompson notified the state 
department of Brazil's threat of war against 
Peru. His message reads: 

“If Peru refuses to withdraw troops from 
the disputed territory of Acre inhabited by 
Brazilians, pending negotiations which aro 
to be followed, if necessary, by arbitration, 
Brazil will immediately resort to force to 
expel the Peruvians, and will proceed to 
reprisals.” 

Originally the Acre dispute was between 
Brazil, Peru, and Bolivia over the ownership 
of a large tract of rubber lands. Bolivia was 
eliminated by* an agreement. 

It appears, however, that Peruvian troops 
remain in the territory claimed by Brazil. 


NATIONAL CAPITAL NOTES. 


President Roosevelt personally inspected the site 
of the proposed new building of the department 
of agriculture and settled a lively dispute by de- 
ciding that the location of that structure should 
conform to the parkway scheme for the improve- 
ment of the mall.

JACOB RIIS SAYS CHICAGO FAILS 
IN ITS DUTY TOTHEM. 


Men of Tomorrow Need Playgrounds 
and Breathing Spaces, Also the Op- 
portunity to Learn a Trade, Says 
Speaker, Who Addresses an Audience 
at the Auditorigm Under Auspices of 
Municipal Lecture Association—Ru-~- 
mors of West Side Land Deal. 


of tomorrow "’—Jacob Riis last in an 
address at the Auditorium arraigned Chicago 
for falling short of its duty to its boys. He 
criticised the union labor man for “ doing 
his utmost to prevent the boy from learning 
his trade.” The speaker's subject was “‘ Our 
Duty Towarde Tomorrow.’ He spoke under 
the auspices of ‘the Municipal Lecture asso- 
clation. 

Mr. Riis’ indictment of Chicago resulted 
from the lack of response to the cry raised 
in the congested districts of the west side 
for playgrounds and “ breathing spots.’’ The 
speaker declared that both the boy’s school 
and his play enter into the making of f the 


man. 
“We learns by doing,” Mr. Rits said, 
“Deny him a chance of healthy play and 
you stunt the citizen in his A boy 
without a chance to play ball uninterrupted 
by landlord or police is only halfa boy, and 


‘land or its growth will be only a source of 
greater peril.”’ 


Rumors of a West Side Deal. 


The speaker then demanded: 
*“ How are you bidding for the boy and for 
the tomorrow in this vital matter of his play 


here in Chicago? Bidding against the powers 


of darkness that have been in full control 
in all our big cities? You saw it sonie time 
ago and you began well. In the matter of 
the south side you have gone ahead all 
right. But how about that teeming west 
side, where the Jews and the Poles crowd? 
Children are there in plenty, who will take 
a hand in the work of tomorrow and who 
will have to be reckoned with. 

‘Why are you halting over there? Three 
sites for little parks were chosen, were rec- 
ommended by the small parks commission 
whom your mayor appointed. There is no 
pretense that they were not well chos 
One of them is almost opposite the Hu 
house, where Jane Addams lives and asks 
you to come to the rescue of the boy. Will 
you let her ask in vain? How many west 
siders here tonight will promise that she 
shall not ask in vain; will tell the park 
board of the west side, personally or by let- 
ter, to delay no longer over a matter that 
concerns the citizenship of tomorrow, and 
keep up the telling until they hear? 

‘* Last night I attended a gathering of fel- 
low citizens over there, citizens of Danish 
birth, like myself, and I heard it was 
rumored that there was a deal in the delay 
somewhere, a real estate deal. I do not 
know how well founded that charge is. I 
hope for your city that there is nothing in it. 
But I tell you here now that there are few 
thigdgs you can less afford than to have even 
the suspicion go abroad that there is any- 
thing in that, of all things, that is not per- 
fectly open to the light. 

* Needlessly withholding from a child his 
natural iights is a crime against the state, 
to take only the case of the boy. He is not 
going to give you your rights when he grows 
up if you withhold his from him when he 
cannot fight back.” 


Reason for Ballot Box Frauds. 


Mr. Riis declared that the natural course 
of the unprotected boy’s life leads to cor- 
ruption of the ballot box. When no other 
hand has been extended to him, the speaker 
asked his audience if the boy could be 
blamed for joining in the procession of the 
politician who has city jobs to give out at 
$2 a day when he has a vote to trade. 

“Can you blame him,” the speaker de- 
manded, “if he takes a short cut to this citi- 
zenship, which can sometimes be bought by 
special favor of the Protector of the Poor, 
who is campaigning, for $10—a short cut to 
the favor and the service of this mighty 
prince? No, you cannot.”’ 

Mr.: Riis said that when, on the other 
hand, the boy grows up an orderly lad and 
learns a trade, he joins a union, and “ there- 
after does his utmost to close that gate to 
prevent the next boy from learning his 


trade.” 
Short Sighted Policy. 


*“Tt is part of the inconcelvably short- 
sighted policy that exhibits the lack of under- 
standing at the bottom of it all,” he said. 
“Labor from abroad may come in in shoals, 
but our own boys may not compete. The 
lack of understanding is all over his dealings 
with the problems he gets to grapple with in 
the new relation. He reasons them owt as 
we let the gang reason out the problem of the 
steals; might made right. True, he sees it all 
about him, and if he, bringing his stunted 
powers of reasoning to the task, reproduce in 
his dealings with the employer the teachings 
of high finance on his own petty scale per- 
haps we have little cause of complaint. 

“The Sam Parkses have their prototypes 
in Wail street and in the business world, with 
the cHief difference that the latter have not 
been sent to jail yet.” 


SAYS PEOPLE ARE IDEALISTS. 


Hamilton W. Mabie Denies Charge That 
Americans Are Materialists, 
and Gives Proof. 


A denial of the charge that Americans are 
materialists was made by Hamilton W. 
Mabie yesterday afternoon before the Alpha 
Delta Phi fraternity convention at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. He said: 

‘Whom would we name if asked to give 
*the highest types of American life? Not 
the great leaders of commercial life, but the 
pioneers of the west, men of the old south, ' 
sturdy New Englanders.

For an hour yesterday, before nine alien- 
ists called to observe his actions, Michae! 
Curran fought in court for his release from 
a sanitarium at Lake Geneva, Wis., and the 
control of saloons and other property in 
Chicago valued at $60,000.

‘“ Ashamed of the United States,” Bishop

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WHICH SOMETHING HAPPENS | 


BOOKS POR THE MATURE LOVER. |

HE criticism I have to make upon 

the American noVel,” said a lady 
“Who is acquainted at frst hana 

with the best contemporary fiction 

in every country,” is that they lack 
cha , I mean, in the sense in which 
it is to be found in French and in Italian nov- 
els. ‘The Americans do good work. I’m not 
denying that. They are painstaking, and ex- 
tremely intelligent. They have as careful a 
realism as is to be found anywhere. Suppose 
they set out to describe a wall. They will 
make that wall appear to be an actual thing. 
But what of it? Doés anything go on behind 
the wall? - Nothing at all. That is why I 
am filled with irritation. Nothing happens in 
the American novel. Nothing is charming— 
nothing’ is surprising. It ig all on the sur- 
face, obvious, plain, ordinary, probable, and 
—~artistically speaking—impossible.” 

This curious criticism has been haunting 
me, and I have béen asking myself as 
I picked up each new novel: “ But would 
it please Mme. B—-? Hag it really any 
charm? Did anything happen. behind the 
wali?” 
In the case of *‘ THE PASPIME OF ETER- 
NITY,” by Beatrix Demarest Lloyd, I have 
been inclined to answer yes.”"~ Emphatical- 
ly, it is mot usual. There isa sort of dis- 
tinction. about it. And ‘this in spite of'ab- 
surdities in the way of inexcusably curious 
English, And things happen. - 

Pride, an unfortunate marriage,-a morbid 
temperament, and a half mad devotion to 
music have caused the young 4nd rich hero, 
Holbein, to withdraw from the world and be- 
come a/recluse in ‘this own house. His wife. 
devoted to “smart” seciety, goes her way 
and avoids her husband with only a little less 
assiduity than he does hef. There enter into 
their lives strong outhide forces. Two women 


| Of unusual types bring,about the redemp- 


tion of Holbein. One man of usual type 
achieves the general destruction of Mrs. 
Holbein, and concludes his episode by forcs 
ing his automobile over a cliff, bringing in- 
stant death to himself and her. Holbein, 
tormented with love for one woman and fine 
congeniality with another, has some extra- 
ordinary experiences, and at the last finds 
his happiness tinctured with regret. 


But the most picturesque character in a 
book, which has plenty of picturesqueness, 
is the Chevalier Besarique. He is a proud 
exile, who makes a fetich of his honor. and 
who, at the.last, starves himself to death 
in his own home, among rich treasures, be- 
cause of his son’s dishonorable conduct in 
contracting debts, which the father pays with 
his last cent. The death isa superfluous one 
from any point of view save that entertained 
by the chevalier, but his character makes 
an interesting study, as does that of his 
strong, impulsive daughter, Lea, a woman 
who has the discernment to know what she 
wants and the coyrage to work for it. 

In a novel which has so many interesting 
situations, so many really fascinating scenes, 
it is a pity to find strained sentences, and 
unlikely phraseology. A ‘good deal of it the 
reader endures with patience, but when the 
master of the house says to his housemald: 
“ Your auctoration takes place tomorrow,” 
meaning. that the following afterfioon is her 
day out, some exasperation may be for- 
given, (Charles Scribner’s Sons, publishers.) 


““NIGHT WITH. ALESSANDRO.” by 
Treadwell Cleveland Jr.; is a breathless 
book. It numbers not quite 200 pages, and 
is.swift drama’ from first page to last. The 
clash of swords is nearly always in the read- 
ers ear, blood flows in profusion, eight or ten 
men die in the course of the evening, chiefly 
by the sword of the hero, who is, incidentally, 
put upon the rack, and married to a woman 
whom he never saw till that hour. Not- 
withstanding all this, he rides away out of 
the story, mounted on his. charger, carry- 
ing his bride with him, and elevated, so we 
are led to believe, to at least the sixth 
heaven of blessedness. 

This is swift work, even in the time of the 
Medici, when new pleasures were things to 
be»paid for and new crimes were héld at 
a premiwm. Probability is not a thing to 
speak of in connection with this wild and 
diverting tale. Let it suffice that the story Is 
told well enough to escape damnation, and 
is told with a zest which holds the reader 
to the page until the end. ‘Three views in 
color by Eliot Keen add tothe attractive- 
ness of the volume.

Then she 
throws him over utterly, and he, broken 
with shame, sinks into obscurity. 

The real value of the story lies in the 
superiority which Muir attained by achiev- 
ing this confession and by rearranging his 
life. He took it up among humble people, 
and in a disinterested effort to help them 
came again into his self-respect and into the 
restored regard of his friends. The blend- 
ing of lives is well done, and the turns of 
fate are natural. The struggles of con- 
science in a group of serious and under- 
standable characters make the appeal of the 
story strong. |

“PORT ARGENT,” by Arthur Colton 
(Henry Holt & Co.), is a novel of politics, 
emotional religion, and woman’s folly. That

Aidee, who has 
come from no one knows where, is estab- 
lished as the pastor of a new institutional 
church. In his denunciation of wrong as he 
sees it he is painfully concrete, and indulges 
in gross intemperance of language towards 
the political boss of the town.

He 
aids him to escape; another murder follows. 
The suicide of one and the flight of the other 
remove the twins from the story. Camiila, 
who has followed after the preacher, turns 
to an earlier lover, the successor of the mur- 
dered boss. | 

Without joining in excessive praise of the 
author's workmanship, one may freely admit 
its general excellence. The central idea of 
the kinship of irresponsible utterance and 
irresponsible action is dramatically man- 
aged and in itself important. The study of 
the irreproachably honest boss, sacrificing 
himself to carry the whole burden of govern- 
ment for the benefit of the public, is less con- 
vincing. Such white characters have at 
times been exhibited to the awe struck pop- 
ulace, but there have always been doubters 
who guessed whitewash rather than solid 
marble. 


“ALADDIN & CO.,” by Herbert Quick 
(Henry Holt & Co.), is a western story with- 
out cowboys, miners, trdin robbers, or poll- 
ticlans. Two men, who, when boys together, 
used to play at being pifates, now employ 
their vigorous imaginations in creating a 
future for a small western town. /Transpor- 
tation facilities are inadequate, hypnotized 
capitalists supply them. The boomers call 
into being new industries, compel meadows 
to blossom with suburban villas, borrow, 
lend, bulld, sell, and communicate to others 
the fever of their fancy. They preach the 
city’s greatness as if it were a new religion. 

The love element enters. A cattle deal- 
er’s daughter is the lure which draws 
to the toils of the town booming syndicate 
the money of an eastern millionaire. When 
a crash follows the sudden death of her 
father, deeply involved in. the affairs of 
various companies, the lover from the east 
proves his baseness and “ Aladdin ’’ wins her 
love, 

This girl, Josephine, called at one time 
“The Empress,’ pervades the book. he 
story opens with an adventure of hers while 
an art student in Chicago. It is the power 
of her devotion that keeps her old father 
from the intemperance which in the end, in 
spite of her watchfulness, causes his death. 
It is for her that he wishes wealth, and for 
her that the other men struggle. Yet with- 
out seeing her it Is impossible to tell what 
was her charm: : Her conduct is enigmatic, 
though not necessarily unfeminine for that. 
If, as suggested, she is thrown in as a sop 
to the “young person she admirably ful- 
fills that duty. The reasons why she did 
this or that may be discussed on the plazza 
or in the boat, present two sides for argu- 
ment, and will aid in that analysis of char- 
acter in which young people detect identity 
of sentiment or the even more attractive 
diversity. One person may enjoy this story, 
but it will take two to get the full benefit 
of ‘it. 


“THE HOUSE IN THE WOODS,” by Ar- 
thur. Henry (A. 8. Barnes & Co.), is a pleas- 
ant narrative of the making of a homein the 
Catskill mountains.

HIS is the season when bird and flower 
books are in greatest demand, for, as 
regularly as flowers and birds return 
in the spring, so regularly do we hu- 
mans experience the desire to know 
more about them, whether scientifically, 


analytically, or just lovingly. And thereare 


always others ready to supply the demand 
for knowledge with their own observations, 
and anecdote, And illustration. 

Among bird writers there is none gaining 
such distinction as Dallas Lore Sharp, whe 
has published a number of books crammed 
full of interesting observation. ‘ ROOF 
AND MEADOW ” contains as full a fund of 
information as if its author had never writ- 
ten of birds or little beasts before. Not 
only is the book a font of knowledge, but 
its author's personality and the storylike 
quality of its style make it delightful read- 
ing, whether one is taken into the woods 
with the ’possum and the squirrel or to the 
city streets qith the cocky little English 

arrow. 

hat Mr. Sharp is a close and patient 
* watcher in the woods” is apparent. His 
knowledge of wild life may be as scientific 
as he pleases, and the reader can only guess 
at its extent, but the author shows no tend- 
ency toward proffering “ enlightenment,” 
taking greatest pleasure in ‘simply writing 
of the habits of the creatures of earth and 
air which he has discovered for himself. 
The number of animals with whom he has 
been on friendly terms is astonishing. One 
might suppose«he had spent a lifetime in 
watching and rearing these little creatures, 
but he is not only a naturalist but a busy 
man. This fact ought to be an encourage- 
ment to the man who “ loves birds but has 
no time to study them,” or is cooped up In 
city walls. For Mr. Sharp-has found ample 
space for acquiring knowledge of wild geese, 
swallows, orioles, robins, and sparrows in 
the heart of Boston, (TheCentury company, 


New York.) 


“GETTING ACQUAINTED WITH THE 
TREES,” by J. Horace McFarland, is the 
title of one of the best of this year’s nature 
books. To begin with, it is bound and printed 
attractively and furnished with handsome 
photographs of trees taken by the author. 
Secondly, the author begins by modestly re- 
marking: ‘I am not a botanist, nor a true 
scientific observer, but only a plain tree 
lover .. .”* and at once the reader feels 
that this will be a book worth all the ency- 
clopedias and tomes ever written on trees, 
because it has the personal touch and is 
from the start free from pedantry. 

And if Mr. McFarland has merely been 
“watching some trees bloom and bud and 
grow and fruit for a few years,” as 


he says, he has been watching most 
carefully and has discovered more 
than many another watcher would 


have been able to do. But the dull 
eyed are ever ready to read of what others 
have seen that they may see. likewise, and 
whoever reads this book cannot do so without 
having his eyes opened to what has always 
been so familiar and yet so unperceived. 
Here in the town our eyes are fixed on our 
destination or the street, and few lift their 
heads high enough to observe the wonders 
working in the trees above. For even city 
trees bear blossoms in spring and leaf out 
as freshly as their country relations. 

The author has given himself freedom, and 
his readers pleasure, to wander from the 
object of his book and to give short disserta- 
tions on the rights of trees; rights to their 
proper names, to thoughtful treatment and 
appreciation. Americans need a great many 
such books as this, for neglect, ruthless treat- 
ment, and ignorance do not help preserve 
our forests, and it would be humiliating ‘in- 
deed to see them become depopulated to the 
extent of the European woodlands, where 
every tree is numbered, so to speak. 

‘This is a book not only for men of leisure; 
rather, if the busy people would read it they 
would learn that the study of trees means 


not only pleasurable observation but relaxa-- 


tion as well. Tree friendships are always 
restful.

“ FLOWER TIME IN THE OBERLAND” 
does not concern America, as do the other 
books mentioned above, being a highly in- 
teresting volume on Switzerland, by an 
Englishman, H. P. Rawnsley, honorable 
canon of Carlisie. This author has found 
that the way to view Switzerland aright is to 
visit it in Maytime, and the arguments he 
offers are sufficient to induce all travelers, or 
rather loiterers, to go in the early summer 
if at all. Mr. Rawnsley has spent many 
seasons there—he knows the way to see this 
wonderful little country at its hest, as the 
unitiated could not know. Aside from its 
literary value as a book of travel delight- 
fully written, it is the one to take on a 
trip—in May—to Switzerland. The author 
is familiar not only with the simpler people 
of remote towns, or the most magnificent 
views of the Alps, but (and this gives the 
book its charm) he is acquainted with the 
birds and flowers of the country, and is able 
to give scenes of such pastoral beauty, of 
such terrible grandeur as only a true nature 
lover could do. To one who has been in 
Switzerland the book will be fascinating and 
will inspire a desire to go again to hear and 
see with reopened eyes and ears. But to 


those who are planning to visit this country 
for the first time the book will be a treasure, 
for they will have a guide and poet to accom- 
pany them. The book is illustrated with 
pencil sketches by Edith Rawnsley.

NEWS NOTES FROM NEW YORK. 


Annual Report of Superintendent Shows 
Condition of Life Companies 
in the State. 


New York, May 6.—[Special.]—The annual 
report of Supt. Francis Hendricks of the 
New York insurance department shows az- 
sets of life insurance companies doing, busi- 
neds in this state on Dec. 31, 1003, to be 
$2, 926,423,202, an increase of $163,902,308 as 
compared with the previous year. Of this 
amount New York state companies have 
$1,347,102,262, an increase of $92,661,332, and 
companies of other states $879,320,940, an in- 


Liabilities of the several panies, excluding 
gross eurplue of $167,705,082 arid special funds of 
$161,0086,074, are $1,007,621,145. On the above 
basis liabilities of the New York state companies 
as reported are $1,141,581,196 and companies of 
other states $766,080,048. For New York state 
the companies’ groes surplus (including $3,400,000 
of capital) is $98,470,849; epecial funds, $112,050, - 
216; companies of other etates the surplus (in- 
cluding $7,875.500 of capital) is $74,325,193; special 

: 055,857; and aggregate surplus and 
special funds, $318,802, 057. 

From table 4 it appears the aggregate income of 
New York state companies was $5318,943,432, an 
increase over 1003 of $25,831,608; other state com- 
panies, $215,218,426; increase, $20,003,977, making 
the gross income §534,161,559; gross increase over 
income of the preceding year, $45,425,586. The net 
excess of income over disbursements for 1903 was 
$184,708,151, ‘while for 1903 it was $175,804,716. 
The total premium income for 1902 was $393,832, - 


Table 5 shows disbursements for the year to have 
been ,453,707, an increase of $36,522,152 as 
compared with the preceding year; $156,131,907 
was paid for claime, $81,407,758 for iapeed sur- 

policies, $30,617,368 to dividend policy- 
holders, $528,566 on supplementary contracts not 
involving life contingencies, $766,057 in dividends 
to stockholders, $62,904,980 for commissions, $33,- 
638,079 for salaries and medical examiners’ fees, 
and $61,278,040 for miscellaneous purposes. This 
classification shows $220,775,650 paid policy hold- 
ers, while the cost of the management, including 
@ividends to stockholders, was $128,678, 057.

“The commission question and rate question go 
together.

‘Until these conditions are changed I do not look 
for any generally signed or well observed commis- 
sion agreement; and in the meantime I shall ad- 
vocate free trade in the matter of commission. No 


purpose of buying business from its competitors 
or associates. If every company is free to meet 
the competition of every other company the in- 
centive for paying extra commissions will be re- 
moved, and, assum! that managing underwrit- 
ers are sane men, the commiselon question soon 
will be solved. We could then all work together 
to bring about equ@lization in rates, 

“T am opposed to any general percentage ad- 
vance in rates; in fact, IT would rather see de- 
moralization than an all round percentage advance 
such as some underwriters seem to want. I should 
not oppose a moderate percentage adwance on 
stocks of merchandise, and on certain notoriously 
unprofitable clatees of manufacturing risk I be- 
lieve in a large advance on certain kinds of ‘ fire- 
proof’ construction risks. At the same time that 
such advances are made I would reduce rates on 
dwellings in certain cities where they are too high.

OUTLOOK 18 GOOD. | 


APPREHENSION IS UNWARRANT- 
ED, SAYS RB. G. DUN’S REPORT. 


Renewed Labor Unrest and Disquiet- 
ing Crop Reports Are Offset by Many 
Encouraging Conditions — Mercan- 
tile Detaulis Show No Tendency To- 
ward Increasing Ratio, and Besides 
Cheaper Money than a Year Ago 
Added Strength Is Evidenced in 
Leading Products. 


The weekly review of trade in the Chicago 
district published by the R. G. Dun & Co. 
mercantile agency will say: 

Apprehension as to the course of business 
during the ensuing months does not appear 
reasonably warranted because of renewed 
labor unrest and disquieting crop reports. 
It is yet too early to determine to what ex- 
tent agriculture may be adversely affected 
throughout the west, but at present it does 
not appdar that the leading winter wheat 
sections have suffered much deterioration. 
The week has witnessed the outbreak of 
several strikes, yet these are confined to 
limited forces of men, and arbitration meas- 
ures are expected, to insure early adjust- 
ments. Against the unfavorable features 
there are to be considered several encour- 
aging indications, The volume of bank ex- 
changes surpasses that of the corresponding 
week in both last year and 1902, good evi- 
dence that debility is not characteristic of 
the industrial situation. 


Improvement Is Sustained, 


Mercantile defaults disclose no tendency 
toward an increasing ratio, and, in addition 
to cheaper money than a year ago, there is 
added strength in leading products and dis- 
tribution. The Improvement which set in, 
with the advent of seasonable weather has 
been well sustained. 

Retail trade reached the highest activity 
for the year thus far, and there wasstronger 
demand in the jobbing branches on more lib- 
eral orders from the northwest and the south- 
west. In the manufacturing branches there . 
ig steady employment, with gain in output 
appearing in steel, machinery, and wood- 
working lines. ) 


Opening of Navigation Is Felt. 


Quieter buying of pig fron. has been offset 
to some extent by new committments for 
rails and larger needs in structural forms 
and merchant fron. Receipts of lumber, 
27,438,000 feet, compare with 29,374,000 feet 
the previous week and 42,845,000 feet a year 
ago. With lake navigation now open there 
will be more supply coming forward, and 
dealers expect easier conditions. Current 
sales reflect substantial requirements for 
both manufacturing and new building pur- 
poses. While strikes affect the building in- 
terests, it is notable that new building per- 
mits aggregate $549,900 this week, and exceed 
a year ago. 

Receipts of hides, 8,815,080 pounds, com- 
pare with 1,483,470 pounds for the correspond-~ 
ing week last year. The outside demand 
was good and prices held firmly. Loca) shoe 
factories made less goods, but the general 
trade in footwear has widened satisfactorily, 
city retall trade being brisk. 


Grain Shipments Improve. 

Grain shipments, 1,794,172 bushels, are the 
best in the last few weeks, but are 40.03 per 
cent under those a year ago. Buying of 
breadstuffs has shown better within the 
last few days, and, while flour is weak, prices 
a@vanced In wheat 2 cents a bushel, oats 
% cent, and corn % cent. Free selling re- 
sulted in declines for provisions, the shrink- 
age in pork being 30 cents a barrel, in lard 
10 cents, and in ribs 2% cents. 

Live stock receipts, 321,553 head. compare 
with 285,261 head for*the previous week and 
241,953 head a year ago. Choice cattle were 
in best demand and advanced 15 cents a 
hundred weight. Heavy sheep reacted from 
recent high figure and fell 35 cents, while 
hogs declined 7% cents. 


Bank Clearings Show Increase. 

Bank clearings, $205,589,076, are 12.08 per 
cent more than the corresponding week of 
19038. The demand for money has remained 
good, with most commercial paper quoted at 
4% per cent. Leading banks report financial 
conditions working toward further ease. |

GENERAL TRADE TONE QUIET. 


Little Doing in All Lines of Wearing 
Apparel Except Tan Shees, Which 
Are in Great Demand. 


New York, May 6.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s week- 
ly review of trade tomorrow will say: Some- 
what better retail distribution has followed 
improvement in temperature, but {t came too 
late to recover any large part of the tardy 
season’s injury to spring trade. Quiet con- 
ditions are noted in practically all lines of 
wearing apparel, with the exception of spe- 
claities, such as tan shoes, that cannot be 
delivered with sufficient rapidity. The per- 
centage of idle factories has increased, es- 
pecially in textiles and footwear, and a 
change in style has rendered unavailable 
much silk machinery. Structural work is in- 
creasing, but dealers had accumulated large 
supplies of building materials, and prices lack 
seasonable firmness. Commodity prices de- 
clined slightly during April. Railway earn- 
ings in April were 5.8 per cent less than last 
year. 

Fuel conditions are unchanged, anthracite 
continuing active, while coke and bituminous 
coal are dull and weak. 

After last week's exceptionally heavy 
transactions it was natural that the western 
hide markets should become inactive. Prices 
femain firm, however. 


As Viewed by Bradstreet. 


Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say: Long ex- 
pected good weather has at last material- 
ized and has helped farmers and retail trade 
in seasonable goods. Crop preparations and 
planting have made especially good progress, 
the present outlook being that while the 
winter wheat crop will be short the acreage 
in spring wheat, oats, and corn will be heav- 
ily increased, 

The iron trade fs quieter, with prices dis- 
tinctly weaker. On the other hand, less than 
the usual number of May day strikes have 
occurred, and this year so far makes a more 
favorable showing than did 1903. . 

Failures are little more than the normabhin 
number, but, swelled by suspensions of finan- 
cial institutions and a few large manufac- 
turers, liabilities are heavy for this season 
of the year.

INDUSTRIAL LINES ARE UNDER 
INVESTIGATION. 


Interstate Commerce Commission Hear- 
ing Develops That Many Feeders 
Are Owned by Manufacturing Cor- 
porations and Used to Obtain a Di- 
vision of Through Rates and Switch- 
ing Allowances—Low Tariff to Twin 
Cities Is Maintained. 


The interstate commerce commission hear- 
ing yesterday at the Palmer house fully sub- 
stantiated the complaintts that some of the 
large trusts own feeders, or industrial lines, 
which enables them to get division of through 
rates and switching allowances, ranging 
from $3 a car to 20 per cent of the through 
rate, thus giving those concerns much lower 
rates than can be obtained by their smaller 
competitiors. 

Among the cases brought to light during 
the investigation were those of the Illinois 
Northern railroad, which Is owned by the 
International Harvester company, and the 
Chicago, Lake Shore and Wastern railroad, 
owned by the United States Steel corpora- 
tion. 

Road Is Controlled by Trust. 

From the testimony of F. B. Montgomery, 
gecond vice president and general manager | 
of the Illinois Northern, {it appears that the 
entire capital stock of this road, amounting 
to $500,000, Is owned by the International 
Harvester company, which therefore is the 
sole beneficiary of the profits made by the 


road, 

It also was shown that along the four or 
five miles of track owned and operated .by 
the Illinois Northern there were numerous. 
other manufacturers obliged to se@itae 
tracks of this road to transport their prod- 
ucts to points where they may connect,with 
the trunk lind. From some of thé, latter, 
actording to the testimony of Mr. Mont- 
gomery, the Illinois Northern railroad re- 
ceives a division of the through rate based 
upon the Chicago-Missouri river rate, rang- 
ing from $3 a car to 20 per cent. . This divis- 
ion, or “ rakeoff,’”’ was shown to be in effect 
between the Illinois Northern and the Alton, 
Santa Fé, Burlington, and Rock Island rail- 
roads. 

The eastern trunk lines were not quite so 
liberal, but paid an arbitrary switching 
charge of 88 acan. It was shown that while 
the average freight rate to Missouri river 
points is $60 a car, a rebate of $12 of this 
amount is given to the Illinois Northern for 
the benefit of the International Harvester 
company. 


Witness Tells of Annual Deficit. 


The witness contended that notwithstand- 
ing this favorable arrangement with the 
railroads the Illinois Northern had a deficit 
for the last fiscal year of $12,000. This 
statement caused Commissioner Prouty to 
suggest that perhaps 20 per cent of the 
Chicago-Missouri river rate was not suffi- 
cient remuneration. : 

It also developed that the Chicago, West 
Pullman and Southern railroad practically 
was the property of the International Har- 
vester company and is used to get rebates 
for the harvester company. 

O. W. Jones, general traffic mana of the 
harvester company, explained the afvisa- 
bility of manufacturing concerns owning 
railroad tracks to their industries, as it freed 
them from much annoyance and delay in 
the transportation of products. 


Illinois Steel Is Interested. 

A. F. Banks, president of the Elgin, Joliet 
and Eastern and the Chicago, Lake Shore 
and Eastern, testified as to the methods of 
his roads, which. he said, are almost wholly 
owned by the Illinols Steel company. The 
Elgin, Joliet, and Eastern railroad, he said, 
owned 383 miles of track, sixty engines, and 
2,648 cars. 

The other company of which he is presi- 
dent owns and operates 175 miles of track. 
Nearly 100 miles of switching track is in 
and about the plant of the Illinois Steel com- 
pany. The compensation of the road is from 
$3 to $7 a car for switching and 20 per cent 
of the through freight rate from the western 
line to which delivery is made. On eastern 
traffic his road gets 15 per cent on business 
from territory west of Buffalo and Pitts- 
burg, and 10 per cent from territory east 
of Buffalo. 

Many other witnesses were examined, and 
it was shown that practically the same con- 
ditions exist on nearly all the industrial 
terminal lines in this city.
